County Clerk H. M. Metz^ar, 
Hon. R. C. Bell and Wilmer Leon- 
ard, election commissioners, met to- 
day and prepared the ticket to be 
voted at the coming November elec- 
tion. The law provides that all 
tickets must be certified to the 
commissioners at least fifteen days 
before election and the election com- 
missioners must then prepare the 
tickets for printing. In some town- 
ships no candidates were nominated 
for justice of the peace and consta- 
ble and in others only one ticket 
was nominated, while in Jefferson 
and Maumee it is claimed too many 
candidates were nominated.

the annexation of the Philippine 
islands to the United States. 


ULTIMATUM LOOKED FOR. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—It is ex- 
pected that at today's meeting of 
the peace commission in Paris the 
American commissioners will de- 
liver to their adversaries something 
very closely approaching an ultima- 
tum 


The president is satisfied at last 
that the Spanish commissioners are 
purposely delaying the negotiations. 
This is the belief of the American 
commission also. 
The time has 
now come to cut oif all false pleas 
and come directly to the main issue 
left open by the protocol, namely, 
the disposition of the Philippines. 


Up to this point the entire time of 
the commissioners has been con- 
sumed in repeated efforts on the 
part of the Spanish commissioners 
to force the Cuban debt question 
upon the attention of the joint com- 
mission against the firm opposition 
of the American commissioners. 


The latter have stated as posi- 
tively as they could that under no 
circumstances will they assume sov- 
ereignty over Cuba, involving an as- 
sumption of the Cuban debt, and 
the time has now come when in the 
opinion of the American commis- 
sioners, the Spaniards must be made 
to understand that this answer is 
final and conclusive. 


So far the American commission- 
ers, while preserving a firm atti- 
tude, have treated the Spaniards 
with the utmost courtesy and con- 
sideration, allowing frequent post- 
ponements on the work of the joint 
commission to accommodate 
the 
Spaniards, but now, probably at to- 
day's meeting, without departing 
from their courteous treatment of 
the Spaniards, the American com- 
missioners will find ib incumbent 
upon them to speak very plainly as 
to the determination of the United 
States government to regard this 
matter of the Cuban debt and Cuban 
sovereignty as passed over and be- 
yond recall.

MADRID, Oct. 24—A cabinet coun- 
cil was unexpectedly assembled last 
night to consider the question of 
the repatriation of the troops and 
matters connected with the peace 
commission.

"An agreement regarding Fash- 
oda can be arrived at, provided 
Great Britain does not persist in 
asking for the immediate recall of 
Major Marchand. But as to an out- 
let on the Nile, we have an absolute 
right thereto and will brook no re- 
fusal."

collected. 
The total 
supply 
from 
the 1.S98 crop of the United States Is 
27,700,000 bushels compared 
with 
something over -10,000,000 last year 
and 70,000,000 in the record break- 
ing crop of 1896. 
The failure is 
widespread, 
reaching 
from the 
Pacific 
coast 
to Maine 
and in 
none 
of the states 
does the 
output 
of fruit 
approach an 
average. 
Ia the great apple states 
of the west the crop is almost an 
absolute failure, though 
the situa- 
tion in Michigan i.s better than else- 
where, having about two-thirds of 
the bumper crop of 1896. 


"New York has only one-fifth of 
a full crop. Tho failure is attributed 
to the lact that dur ng the blooming 
season there was excessive retín fall 
which washed out the polen and 
prevented proper fertilization by in- 
sects, while a cold 
wave added to 
the injury, and 
subsequent 
moist 
humid weather was favorable to the 
development of iuugous diseases.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct, 24.—The 
United States supreme court today 
decided the Joint Tralïic association 
railroad case in favor of the United 
States and against tho railroads. 
The case is considered one of the 
most important that has over caTiie 
before the sn])re!rie court, not only 
to the railroads, but to tho genera] 
public and becauso of iho vast rail- 
way proportio.-; re^irosented by the 
traftic association. 


The association was formed on 
November, 
by thirty-one raiî- 


vrays repriv^onling the great trunli 
lines and their net work of branches. 
Tha purpose, of tho association a 
stated in tlio articles of agraomont 
was 
"to establish and 
maintain 
leasonablo and just rates, faros and 
rules and regulations on state and 
inter-state traiiic. 


A similar association on a smallei 
scale was established among south- 
western roads, known as the Trans- 
Missouri association. 


Tiiese associations Vvcre soon at- 
tacke.l in the courts on the ground 
tbat they wore in violation of the 
Sherman anti-tru5t law and also ol 
tho 
inter-commerce 
laws. 
The 
Trans-Missouri 
iirst reached 
the 
United States supreme court, where 
in an opinion the court held that the 
association was illegal, being in 
efl'ect a conîbination in restraint of 
trade .and (Njmmerco, and therefore 
violative of the anti-trust law. This 
opinion was by a divided bench, th<- 
division 
bcinK verj- 
cl'. se, 
viz : 
Chief .la.stice Fallor and Jtistices 
Harlan, Brewer, Brown a n i 
Peck- 
ham holding the traiiic association 
illegal, while Justices Field, 
Gray, 
Shiras an.î White filed a dissenting 
opinion upholding the association. 


Soon alter this uecisioa Justice 
Field gPcVo place to Justice Mc- 
Kenna. 
Although

case was c'onsidarcd somewhat of a 
test, yet tiie -bjin! Trafïic a.ssocia- 
tion ijreparcil to j;iako a stubborn 
contr.st in supp-)rr; of its exi.-^tence. 
The case against it w;:s Ijegnn on 
January 
7, 
in the 
United 


States circuit court for the south- 
ern district of Now 
York, 
the 
United States being 
complainant 
and the attorney general directing 
its course. 


The case went against the govern- 
ment in the lower courts, the cir- 
cuit court dismissing the bill and 
the court of appeals affirming the 
dismissal. 


The govorament then 
proceeded 
to the United States supreme court. 
An exceptionally brilliant array ol 
counsel api)earou ror the association 
and the several railroads, including 
ex Senator Edmunds, James C. Car- 
ter and E. J. Phelps. 
Solicitoi 
General Richards filed the brief foi 
the government. 
The main con- 
tention of the government was thai 
the traffic agreement is a combina 
tion to prevent competition, 
thus- 
constituting a contract in restraint 
of trade or commerce. 
The answer 
of ihe association maintained 
the 
legality of the agreement on the 
ground that the vast needs of com- 
merce required the action and 
that 
sach 3ctioa insures uniform and 
just rates and prevents unjust dis- 
crimiralio !• . 


Ju.stii.'C Peckham announced the 
(lecisioD. 
lie said that the court 
could di.stiiiguish no difference be- 
tween this case and that of the 
Trans-iMi.ssouri caso decided a year 
ago, whi 
s do ided against the 
railroads.

ail the only new 
point in^ olved wa- as to the consti- 
tutionality of t'^o ,inti-trust 
act. 
The court had icached t i e conclu- 
sion that -f railroal 
corporations 
performed duties ot a semi-public 
character it was wiLturi iho ccnsti- 
tutional ] ower of congress to regu- 
late them as provided by the anti 
trust act. 
The only (juestion, there 
fore, was to the policy of congress 
in adopting such a measure, and as 
to the question of policy tho court, 
he said, had nothing to do.

Justice Fuller and JustioiM Harlan,

Under the decision today, tbe de- 
cisions of the United States circuit 
court for the .'^outhern di.strct of 
New York and of the United States 
court of appe j-ls. both of which 
were favorable to the Joint Trafïic 
association, are reversed.
